A few of them Arc V \{\" in length. UofortunaUly tbe figures 
faavO been Varnished, and hav^i therefore Buffered in th-uir elegance. 
Taking them as a whole, the carving* display great artistic skill. 
Each one of them lias the expression of an inner inform mg voice, 
thuir showing the miserly triumph of effort by ihc wrtists to capture 
the spirit of the a; rent story which tint carving* illustrate. As 
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work* of art tlmy are iilnstmtivn of the excellence of an ancient 
artistic tradition in Travancore. On seeing the panels one feel* 
that there a Specially pleasing grace in the representutlOD of 
womanly beauty in the figured aicd al*> a certain amount of delicate 
maimer and elc^nit smoothness combined with elevated mid digni- 
fied composition. Many of the figures suggest an inL'xhimstible 
fertility of imagination and an flcittt- feeling for fnrra cm the pirt 
of the artist*- unknown crafts men of versatile genius* The objects 
carved by them are charmingly simpte i but they give utterance to n 
mystcriaiih- life of thr Nouh and probe the depths of our individual 
Gottoeioafneaa by their delicate chancier izutjon and life -like sugges- 
ts venes* of composition combined with cxctlEeni decorative taste, 
These precious Mies belong to Kvfhm 019 (i. v, A. D* 1744) in 
the reign o£ Kaja Mariana Yarina, the maker of Modern Tra- 
vancore. 

Two other notable discoveries 0 f the year in the field of 
ancient art relate to muval painting*, one on di^ walla of the Urn- 
vinukhdi shrine in the Sri fndina^abhasvftmi templej Trfvandrutn T 
and the other in the Palace at KrsDapinaiiij the capital of an itneient 
principality in Central Travancore- The relics r»f mural paintings 
noticed in the former arc considered to belong to the reign of the 
Tmvmitinn: King Adityii Vnriwi £frrvaft#unlt& {14th ccntui-y a.d.) 
who was a great patron of art and letters. The Sanskrit inscription 
engravud in the fhriue record* that King &u^ f aftgan4tlift construct- 
ed at tbe town of SyAmndura (Trivaudrom) the *hrii e of Krfimi, 
the gftialai a jfknitfapa and a dipil^jrha in the iaku year 1296 cor^ 
responding to a. r>. 1374—1375. Tbcito newly dtanYLTed relics 
comprise mostly figure of women, in deferent kinds of drapery, 
and wearing inany varieties of jewellery* Thvir eoiff cures are parti- 
cularly gruccfuL ' One panel is particularly striking in its composi- 
tiou and char in of colour r It depicta a inuslc*party of women play- 
ing on the Sinrajit, the Gotfu v&tft,ajn f the titukha Vino* tbe Vlya, 
the Ntitjn&i:ctmm t etc. Tho figure are distributed in the given space 
with perfect balance, arm ngcinent and group big, One noteworthy 
feature about the scene h the absence of obtrusive sensation ; there 
ia a just proportion of well tempered harmony in which there is no 
thrilling note HHggesting tile possibility of discord* 

The last of Hm mural paintings brought Lo light by the De- 
partment was in the Kpgnapnram Palace, depicting the Pur&nic 
story of GtijSndr<irit$k$a. In execution posture and composition, 
tit's h one of unsurpassed excellence and ia a priceless piece of irti- 
htig work. There is about it, in addition, u tweet strange mystery 
of what beyond may lie and yet remniu unaeen. This mural is the
